Borough Council on Aug. 13 be ac- 
cepted by the Water Company. 


The Water Company is to make 


suitable connections on the line on 
Chambersburg pike -with the line on 
Springs avenue, and to connect the 
line on Broadway with the line on 
Lincoln avenue and to change the 
hydrant from Breckenridge street to 
the Washington street line, so as to 
furnish adequate supply of water for 
fire protection purposes, at the exclu- 
sive cost and expenses of the Water 
Company. 


The Borough is to pay the Com- 


pany $25 per annum per usable hy- 
drant, the minimum, is to be $1200 
per annum, and to pay the sum of 
Siooo to the Company for -water from 
April i. 1920, to October I, 1921. The 
Borough also is to turn over to the 
Company all fire hydrants, plugs, 
water gaftes /and connection^ HOTV 
owned by the Borough and which 
hereafter the Company is to repair, 
maintain and keep in usable condi- 
tion.

To Beautify Lincoln Highway. 
The Technical Committee appoint- 


ed by the Lincoln Highway Associa- 
tion to determine upon the specifi- 
cations for an Ideal Section of Lin- 
coln Highway, to be constructed as 
an object lesson, among other fea- 
tures urged the beautification of the 
right-of-way and the need for more 
consideration being g'ven to the aes- 
thetic side of highway improvement. 


Few states have as yet been in a 


position to pay any attention to or 
to utilize their funds to increase the 
beauty and attractiveness 
of the 


highw ay 
roadsides. 
Pennsylvania, 


however, has now embarked upon 
an ambitious program of highway 
beautification in accordance with the 
recent determination of Lewis S 
Sadler, State Highway Commissioner 


During the past few weeks the 


State 
Highway 
Department 
has 


planted a large number of American 
elms and sugar maples along the 
route leading from the famous Bat- 
tlefield of Gettysburg to the State 
Capitol at Harnsburg. This plant- 
ing has been under the direction of 
the State Forestry Department.

is the aim eventually to beautify all 
main highway routes in Pennsjha- 
flia through the intelligent planting 
of shade trees.

details, while State Foresters will di-

Gompers on Republican Regime. 


PREVENT FOREST FERES—IT 


PAYS. 


Samuel Gompers, President of the 


American Federation of Labor, spoke 
to a large crowd at River View Park. 
Baltimore, on Labor Day, in which 
he reviewed the Republican adminis- 
tration, saying among other things: 


"Before that election I issued a 


statement as President of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor m which I 
stated the issues that were involved, 
so far as labor was concerned, and I 
said that the people would get ex- 
actly what they voted for. 
They 


mad'e their choice between the can-1 
didates and the parties and they ha\ e 
got what they decided upon. 


"I am not speaking as a partisan. 


I belong to no party: I am a free 
lance. That party and that candi- 
date which will bring about the best 
and the fairest conditions for the 
whole people is the party and the 
candidate I am for. I am for the 
man who stands true 


"He who is indifferent, who con- 


siders the privileges of the vested in- 
terest in preference to the rights of 
the people, who puts the claims of 
wealth above the rights of those who 
create wealth, he is the man I'm 
against. 


"A year ago to-day there was 


scarcely a handful of men in this 
great country out of employment 
Now there are more than 5,000.000 
out of work. 
In Baltimore alone 


there are nearlv 2,500 more men out 
of work to-day than there were last 
month, and Baltimore is one of the 
cities 
in which unemployment is 


marked 
Who will \ou blame for 


this condition? Will you blame the 
shadowy, indefinite thing of which 
vou know nothing, or will you hold 
responsible those who are in com- 
mercial, industrial and political con- 
trol of our country?" 


Mr Gompers declared that not a 


single bill, so far as he knew, had 
been introduced to the present Con- 
srress for the benefit of the working 
people: that not a single thing had 
been done to protect the workers in 
their constitutional rights, but men- 
tioned a number of measures which 
he declared, were aimed at labor and 
were in the interest of the monev in- 
terests. 


Mr Gomoer-, cited the bill to au- 


thorize the introduction of coolie la- 
bor into Hawaii, which, he said, the 
^usrar planters of the island desired 
' as a means of Americanizing Ha- 
\\aii," and the bill "which was jam- 
med through the Senate," he said, 
"and stands a likelihood of passing 
the House, which provides that men 
or women against whom informa- 
tion i> lodged, or against whom in- 
dictments have been found in Fed- 
eral courts anywhere in the country, 
rnav be taken from their homes in 
auv, other State and taken into the 
Federal jurisdiction in which 
the 


court rnav be located, without pre- 


liminary examination or opportunity 
to furnish bail." 
"This," he said, "is what I call le- 


galized kidnapping."
